The work is arranged alphabetically according to 
scientific nomenclature, but commercial and important 
vernacular names are also given as cross reierences, so 
that little difficulty need be experienced in finding the 
aceount of a product even when its scientific name is 
unknown to the reader, 


An important feature of the Dictionary consists in the fact 
that derived information is in every instance given under 
quotation marks, and with a reference to the original 

ublication. Numerous contributors have, however, 
‘urnished the results of new discoveries, and confirmed 
the vernacular names, so that the Dictionary is not only 
a complete compilation of published information, but has 
been brought abreast of the most recent inventions and 
discoveries. 


Volume I contains the letcers A and B, and consists of 55 

royal octavo pages; Volume II embraces the letter
